Synopsis of the Bill for a Reeeiver Over 
the M. & N. W. Ry. Co. 

In the bill tiled for the appointment of 
a receiver over the Manitoba and North- 
western Railway company the plaintitts, 
Andrew Allan. H. Montague Allan, and 
Bryee J. Allan, all of the city of Mon- 
treal, ship owners, and the said H. Mon- 
tague Allan and Andrew A. Allan, of the 
same place, trustees of the estate of 
Arthur E. Allan, state as follows: 

On June 6, 1803, plaintitfs recovered a 


judgment against the company for 335,- 
252.52 and executions were issued there- 
on. The company is also indebted to 


the plaintiffs in large sums of monies ad- 
vanced by them to defendants and for 
rentals due upon rolling stock ; plaintitfs 
are also holders of bonds to the amount 
of £54500 sterling issued by the company 
inconnection with the Shell River branch, 
on which a large sum is due for interest. 
Thev are also holders of debenture stock 
to the amount of £126,000 sterling, and a 
large sum is due for interest on the stock. 
They have also guaranteed the payment 
of various promissory notes made by the 
company which will shortly become due. 
They are also holders of other bonds on 
which a large amount is due. The com- 
pany is also indebted to other persons 
and corporations in large sums. 

Two hundred and fifty men are em- 
ployed on the road and they have not 
been paid their wages for April and May. 
It is alleged that the revenue derived 
from operating the road, unless some un- 
expected change should take place, will 
be more than suflicient to meet the op- 
erating expenses of the road, including 
wages of employees. 

The plaintiffs submit that they are en- 
titled to have a receiver appointed to 
the revenues, rents and profits of the 
railway company including the land 
grant thereof. The prayer of the bill is 
that a receiver may be appointed with 
power to receive the revenues, rents, 
issues and protits of the company includ- 
ing the land grant of the company and 
thereout to provide for all expenses 
necessary for the maintenance, Mmanage- 
ment and working of the undertaking 
and generally toact as such receiver upon 
eneh terms and conditions and with such 
powers as may be ordered by the eourt. 
That an enquiry may be had as to what 
due ww the plaintitts, and as to the 
assets of the company and the debts and 
charges on the undertaking. 

The application was supported by two 
affidavits made by Walter Barnwick, of 
foronto, barrister-at-law, who stated that 
he had been for some time past the agent 
of the plaintiffs, and as such agent had 
been investigating the affairs of the 
companys He verifies a large number of 
the statements in the bill.
